Sir,—I crave a little space in your 
valuable paper in order to make a 
few remarks concerning the: penul- 
timate and concluding paragraph of 
John Blunt's article which appeared 
in Snturday's Sssue of your paper. 
Franidy speaking, I “consider that 
John Blunt's whole artlele Js open to 
sharp criticism, as It has undoubted- 
ly been written on the strength of 
facts bascd on a» merely superficial 
knowledge of local conditions—John 
Blunt's ignorance as to local condi- 
tions as they really exist beneath the 
surface being only too apparent. 


In comparing the scale of wakes 
paid by foreign ond ’Chinese firms, 
John Blunt, for reasons best known 
to himself, omitted to mention that 
while the averaze employce of a 
Chinese firm Is uneducated and only 
able to speak his own Innguage, the 
Chinese employee of a foreign firm, 
who Is sometlines, not always pald 
o higher wage, possesses 0 knowledge 
of Engilsh and knows ut least some- 
thing about typewriting, shorthand, 
book-keeping, banking or shipping. 
In order to acquire a knowledge of 
any one of these subjects, the 
Chinese employee of a foreign firm 
had to spend years of hard studying 
at school and to expend much money, 
not only on account of school fees, 
but also in connection with the pur- 
chase of books, ete. The higher 
waste which he receives, if he Js 
lucky enough to pet a chance of 
receiving it, may therefore be 
regarded as a fair return for the 
capital which he has invested. 

In passing, 1 would challenge John 
Blunt to prove that forelgn firms pay 
an uneducated Chinese, of the type 
employed, by Chinese firms, a higher 
wage than that paid by Chinese firms, 
after taking into consideration deduc- 
tions for living expenses,

CLOSE HARMONY. 
IN EUROPE 


, Germany. has expressed -in- 
dignation that her mobilisation 


of a million men and the’ sud- 


den speeding of frontier fortifi- 
cations should cause suspicion 
or anxiety in other countries of 
Europe. Germany is apparently 
angry that other powers should 
distrust her. It never occurs to 
the German mind that things 
her authority has done in the 
past may be to blame for this 
idiosyncrasy, this fear psycho- 
sis, whenever her army com- 
mences doing anything out of 
the ordinary. Surely there is 
something significant in the 
fact that all Europe shudders 
when German soldiers march on 
mysterious manoeuvres. It may 
be accident and it may be design 
that Germany should have 
deliberately advertised — these 
proposed war games, on so vast 
a scale, at a time when fear 
would take root and flourish 
without much cultivation. 

Just to arrange the facts and 
try to fit them into patterng is 
enough to cause alert diploma- 
tists to look fearfully over their 
shoulders to assure themselves 
that no unpleasant surprise is 
creeping up on them. Germany 
has called reservists to - the 
colours and this week will have 
an army of a million fighting 
men to play with; she has 
warned of the necessity of 
commandeering private proper- 
ty, foodstuffs, horses, - carts, 
nutomobiles, trucks; she has 
informed conscripts that they 
will not be relensed from service 
at the date anticipated; she has 
forbidden men under 65 yours of 
age to leave the country; she 
hag commenced registration of 
citizens for special duties ‘in 
some new form of mobilisation, 


-{presumably in connection with 


anti-air raid defence or other 
var work; she has made rules 
for doctors and nurses so that 
the authorities will always know 
where they are to-be found in 
the event of emergency. In 
addition to these. things, which 
are reasonable enough in view 
of the German's thoroughness 
in matters military, and even in 
experiment, there is the second 
disturbing factor of speeded 
work on frontier fortifications.

Fighting their way upwards through a blizzard, four 
young-German climbers have conquered the “unscaleable” 
North Wall of the Kiger, the 13,088-feet peak in the Bern: 
ese Oberland, which has claimed many victims. 

The men—Foerg and Heckmeier, of Munich, ‘and 
Harrer and Kasparck, of Vienna—were on the exposed 
precipice for three days and three nights. 

The North Wall is sheer fot 3,000 fect, and the climb 


up the final 120 feet occupied 


This first ascent of the north face! 
of the mountain was mide in cf 
fiance of a ban imposed by the au- 
thorities, Because at least 12 climb. 
ers had been killed on the North 
Wall in the dast three years, a notice 
had been erected announcing that 
“the climbing of this side of the 
mountain Is forbidden under pain of 
an fine of 35 franes"—about £1 125. 
Od. : 

Emphasis was added to this warn- 
Ing by the fact that for many months 
six bodies—vietims of previous nee 
cidents—could be seen dangling from 
ropes on the northern fnee of the 
¥iger. 

The four Germans left by different 
routes, two from Grindelwald — and 
two from Kleine Schelde and ap- 
parently met above the second snow- 
field, at a height of nearly 10,000ft. 
This is where the real dificulties 
began. 

SEEN THROUGH TELESCOPES 


They were observed making pro- 
gress up to a late hour being picked 
out through {telescopes on the rock 
wall at just over 12,000ft. 


During the night the weather 
changed, with flurries of fresh snow, 
blocking the view of: the observers. 
Throughout the next day the climb- 
ers could not be seen, either from 
Grindelwald) of Kicine Seheidegg, 
and great anatety was felt.

Pursuit Machines 
Strafe Aerodrome 


: Hankow, Aug. 16, 

Japanese airmen staged an 
unusual raid on Hankow yester- 
day afternoon, when no bombs 
were dropped and the only parti- 
cipating aircraft were diminu- 
tive and speedy pursuit planes. 

Forty minutes clapsed after the 
mrens shrieked out the first warning 
of the approach of the invaders, and 
thie populace momentarily expected 
to see the more orthodox bombers 
overhead, 

Suddenly, however, three pursuit 
machines appeared over Hankow 
aerodrome, circling around the aire 
fleld at an altitude of only 2,000ft. - 

Observers thought they were 
Chinese planes returning to ahe: base, 
but suddenly the three machines 
power-dived, sweeping, the airfield 
with heavy machine-gun fire as they 
roared only a few feet above the 
ground, 

Chinese anti-alreraft and machine- 
guns immediately went into action 
but in a twinkling of an cy¢e the 
ralders had zoomed upwards again 
and were streaking for the horizon. 

The alarm was again sounded at 
4.45 pam. ond shortly afterwards, 
according, to a Chinese communique, 
eighteen Japanese bombers were 
sighted over Hslaokang, north of 
Hankow, and appurently en route to 
the Wuhan cities, 

Only elht raiders appeared above 
Hankow, however, dropping bombs 
on Liehkou Railway Station, on the 
Peiping-Hankow Railway, 14 miles 
north of Hankow.—Reuter.

QUARRELS WITH 
JOHN BLUNT 


To the Edltor, 
liongkong Telegraph, 


Sir,—I crave a little space in your 
valunble paper in order to make a 
few remarks concerning the penul- 
timnte nnd concluding paragraph of 
John Blunt's article which uppeared 
in Saturday's Issue of your paper. 
Frankly speaking, I consider that 
John Blunt's whole article is open to 
sharp eriticlsm, as it has undoubled- 
ly been written on the strength of 
facts based on a merely superficial 
knowled#e of local conditions—John 
Blunt's Jymorance os to local condi- 
tions as they really exist beneath the 
surface being only too apparent. 


In comparing the scale of wages 
paid by foreign und Chinese firms, 
John Blunt, for reasons best known 
to himself, omitted to mention that. 
while the average employce of a 
Chinese firm Ss uneducated and only 
able to speak his own hinguage, the 
Chincse employee of a foreign firm, 
who is sometimes, not always paid 
a higher wage, P a kknowledyte 
of English and Ic sat least some- 
thing, about typewriting, shorthand, 
book-keeping, banking or shipping. 
Inyorder to acquire ¢ knowledge of 
any one of these subjects, the 
Chinese employee of a foreiin firm 
had to spend years of hard studying 
at school and to expend much money, 
not only on account of school fees, 
but also in connection with the pur- 
chase of books, ete. The higher 
waste which he receives, if he Is 
lucky enough to Ret a chance of 
receiving it, may ‘therefore be 
rewarded as a fair return for the 
capital which he has invested. 

In passing, I would challenge John 
Blunt to prove that forelgn firms pay 
an uneducated Chinese, of the tyne 
employed by Chinese firms, a higher 
wage than that paid by Chinese firms, 
after taking into consideration deduc- 
tions for, living expenses. : 

Finally, 1 do not think: that the 
adviee which John Blunt offers jn 
the last paragraph of his artlele Is 
likely to be followed by Chinese firms 
at this stage, particularly in view of 
the fnet that It ls common knowledge 
that the majority of forcign firms in 
Hongkong ure nowadays doing their 
very level best to lower the scule of 
wires to a point equal to, if not 
below, that paid by Chinese firms for 
uneducated and unskilled labourers.
